4. (Currently Amended) A method of inhibiting influenza virus replication 
comprising administering to a subject having an influenza virus infection an amount of 
resveratrol which inhibits influenza virus replication and does not inhibit influenza virus 
target cell entry . 

5. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 4 wherein the subject is a 
human and the influenza virus is human influenza virus. 

6. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 4 wherein the influenza 
infection is a veterinary virus infection and the subject is a veterinary animal. 

7. (Currently Amended) A method of treating an influenza virus infection 
comprising administering to a subject having an influenza infection an effective amount 
of resveratrol, which inhibits influenza virus replication and does not inhibit influenza 
virus target cell entry . 

8. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 7 wherein the subject is a 
human and the influenza virus is human influenza virus. 

9. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 7 wherein the influenza 
infection is a veterinary virus infection and the subject is a veterinary animal. 

10-12. (Canceled). 

13. (Currently Amended) A method of non-reversibly inhibiting influenza 
virus replication comprising administering to a subject having an influenza infection an 
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amount of resveratrol which inhibits influenza virus replication and does not inhibit 
influenza virus target cell entry . 

14. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 13 wherein the subject is a 
human and the influenza virus is human influenza virus. 

15. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 13 wherein the influenza 
infection is a veterinary virus infection and the subject is a veterinary animal. 

16. (Currently Amended) A method of treating an influenza virus infection 
comprising administering to a subject having an influenza infection an effective amount 
of resveratrol which non-reversibly inhibits influenza virus replication and does not 
inhibit influenza virus target cell entry . 

17. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 16 wherein the subject is a 
human and the influenza virus is human influenza virus. 

18. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 6 wherein the influenza 
infection is a veterinary virus infection and the subject is a veterinary animal. 
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
